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Homes to 
go ahead 
despite 
protests 

CONTROVERSIAL plans 
to create 65 new homes in 
Morda have been given the 
go ahead despite a storm of 
opposition. 

Proposals to build the 65 
homes have been approved 
by Shropshire Council’s 
North Planning Committee. 

A full planning applica¬ 
tion submitted by David 
Wilson Homes and Jennings 
Estates to build 65 homes 
on land west of Morda Bank 
was approved at a meeting 
held in Shirehall on Tues¬ 
day. 

The decision was made 
despite more than 100 let¬ 
ters of concerns from resi¬ 
dents and objections from 
Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council. 

Concerns were raised 
that it would lead to the 
over development of Morda, 
it would put extra pressure 
on services such as the local 
school, and impact on traf¬ 
fic. 

But committee members 
went with the planning of¬ 
ficers’ recommendation to 
grant delegated powers to 
the planning manager to 
approve the scheme subject 
to conditions. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said: “The site can take 
some development.” 

But Councillor David 
Lloyd told the meeting: 
“There is a serious question 
mark over sustainability 
and the village is limited 
with local services.” 

Teachers go 
on strike at 
High School 

PUPILS at Welshpool High 
School were given a day off 
on Tuesday when teachers 
went on strike over pay and 
pensions. 

John Evans, spokesman 
for Powys County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “Parents were 
informed in advance at 
the end of last week about 
Welshpool High School that 
it was likely to be affected 
by the strikes.” 

Schools face further dis¬ 
ruption after the National 
Union of Teachers said it 
will take strike action along 
with public sector unions 
next week. 

A national one-day strike 
will take place next Thurs¬ 
day, July 10, with possible 
school closures across the 
country. 


Consultation meeting over fire service proposals

THE people of Oswestry are being 
asked to give their views on major 
cost cutting plans for Shropshire 
Fire and Rescue Service at a meet¬ 
ing on July 15. 

The public can question fire 
chiefs and members of Shropshire 
and Wrekin Fire Authority about 
plans to move Shrewsbury’s fire 
control and merge it with a larger 
999 control centre outside the 
county saving £300,000 a year. 

“We want the people to give us 
feedback about what they think 


of the proposals,” said Assistant 
Chief Fire Officer Andy Johnson. 

“It is an opportunity for mem¬ 
bers of the public, local council¬ 
lors and representatives to ask 
questions about the proposals to 
fire authority members and senior 
officers.” 

The meeting will be held from 
6.30pm at Oswestry’s fire sta¬ 
tion. People who wish to attend 
are asked to register at Shrews¬ 
bury fire headquarters on (01743) 
260200 before the event. 


Shropshire Fire and Rescue 
Service has been told it must save 
another £900,000 over the next six 
years on top of £3.2m already cut 
since 2010. 

Previous cost cutting plans to 
close four rural fire stations were 
scrapped after public opposition. 

“We want to provide the excel¬ 
lent service that the Shropshire 
public expects but for less money,” 
said Mr Johnson. 

“There are fears of losing vital 
local knowledge in directing police, 


fire and ambulance to an emer¬ 
gency from a large control centre 
where 999 operatives do not know 
the area, but with IT advances, it 
should be possible to continue to 
deliver an excellent service from a 
single merged control centre. 

“We are keen to hear if the peo¬ 
ple of Shropshire agree.”

One-way 

system 

action 

needed 

CIVIC leaders in Welshpool 
have branded the town’s 
controversial one-way sys¬ 
tem as “totally unaccept¬ 
able” and will now take 
action with the Welsh As¬ 
sembly. 

Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil said it has pushed for 
changes to the town’s road 
system for “long enough” 
and in a statement released 
this week said it would now 
be contacting transport 
minister Edwina Hart. 

Councillor John Mere¬ 
dith, chairman of the town 
council’s planning, develop¬ 
ment and environment com¬ 
mittee, said he is urging the 
Assembly to “get on with 
making changes. 

“In June 2012 a survey 
was carried out with 40 per 
cent support for the system 
as it is now and this rose to 
70 per cent support with 
minor amendments to the 
system. 

“It was always confirmed 
then and since that the ex¬ 
isting road pattern was not 
going to remain the same as 
it was.” 

Councillor Meredith 
added: “To date there is lit¬ 
tle or signs that alterations 
to system are to take place 
any time soon. 

“It is understood that 
Powys County Council has 
submitted a plan for the 
changes to the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment but that they are 
not of a mind to approve any 
changes at this time as there 
is no funding for the works.”

A dog died while being taken on a walk af¬ 
ter being poisoned by the remains of a dead 
bird, it has been revealed. 

The discovery has sparked fears that birds of prey 
are being targeted in a valley near the Shropshire 
border. 

Police have confirmed traces of the banned pesticide Al- 
dicarb were found in the dog’s system following laboratory 

-tests. The dog had eaten the 

remains of a dead blackbird 
moments before it died. 

Officers have warned peo¬ 
ple walking in the Tanat 
Valley they could be at risk 
if they come into contact 
with the pesticide. 

The dog died while being 
taken on a walk by its 
owner in forestry west of 
Llangynog, near Oswestry. 
It comes after a red kite was 
poisoned in the area last 
year. 

Sergeant Matthew How¬ 
ells, wildlife crime liaison 
officer for Dyfed-Powys 
Police, is concerned that 
someone in the community 
is targeting wildlife and set¬ 
ting down poison baits with 
an aim to kill birds of prey. 

“Evidence showed that 
the dog had ingested the re¬ 
mains of a black feathered 
bird, which was suspected 
of having the poison on it,” 
he said. 

Police believe the two in¬ 
cidents are connected and 
that someone in the area 
is targeting wildlife, in par¬ 
ticular birds of prey. 

The police are asking 
that should anyone have old 
stocks of the pesticide on 
their farms to seek advice 
on its safe disposal. 

Anyone who has infor¬ 
mation is asked to contact 
Dyfed-Powys Police on 101 
and ask for the information 
to be passed on to Sergeant 
Howells or alternatively 
contact CrimeStoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 
111 .

Jones, who admitted a 
charge of criminal damage 
at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday, was 
given a 12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge. 

He was also ordered to 
pay £85 costs, a £15 victim 
surcharge and compensa¬ 
tion to Mr Stephens of £50. 

Mrs Helen Hall, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The defendant 
has been banned from The 
Talbot by landlord Mr Ste¬ 
phens.”

Mr Owain Jones, for 
Healey, said his client had 
been attempting to commit 
suicide on the day and had 
been suffering severe anx¬ 
iety. 

He added: “He made the 
lie about having HIV up be¬ 
cause he thought it would 
result in the officers keep¬ 
ing their distance. He is a 
self-confessed former junkie 
as he put it and he used to 
use the same excuse then. 
He is now in full-time work 
at the hotel and is making a 
real go at his life again.”

£2m windfall for town 

council after land sale

A £2 million windfall has been received by Oswestry Town Council - 
with more on the way. 

Oswestry Town Council will receive about £4 million from developers for the 
sale of a parcel of land off Shrewsbury Road, part of the town’s livestock market 
complex. 

It has pledged that the money will be ring-fenced, to go to help Oswestry, particularly 
the local economy. Town Mayor, Councillor John Gareth Jones, urged anyone with ideas 

about how the money can he spent to con¬ 
tact the council. 

Work is already well underway to relo¬ 
cate the livestock market to a smaller part 
of its original site. When that is completed 
work will begin on a shopping and enter¬ 
tainment development. 

That will include a multi-screen cinema, 
a Morrisons superstore and restaurants 
and other outlets. 

Councillor Jones said: “The first payment 
of the Smithfield windfall from the develop¬ 
ment taking place has been received. 

“The council is maintaining its promise 
that any funding will be ringfenced for 
town-wide initiatives and any spending 
will be in keeping with local and county 
strategies.” 

He said these included the town plan and 
the Oswestry 2020 vision, both of which 
had been established following extensive 
consultation. 

He said the council was exploring ideas 
and said that economic development would 
be one of the priorities. 

“At present, investment discussion are 
taking place and no commitments have 
been made for any spend. The council 
wishes to maintain an open door policy for 
any group or individuals that wish to pres¬ 
ent ideas to members,” he said. 

“Priority will be given to economic en¬ 
hancement and employment creation.” 

The granting of permission for the de¬ 
velopment on the land was one of the most 
controversial in recent years for Oswestry. 

Anti-supermarket campaigners objected 
to the project maintaining that creating an 
out-of-town superstore would affect the vi¬ 
tality of the town centre. 

Those for the development said that 
a multi-screen cinema was something 
much needed for the area as cinema goers 
currently have to travel to Wrexham or 
Shrewsbury. 

Part of the planning permission agree¬ 
ment is for a park and ride bus to run be¬ 
tween the complex and the town centre.

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Attacker spared jail 
after assault in park 


A father-of-two who attacked a park keeper 
and later stole a schoolboy’s mobile phone 
has been spared jail. 

Ryan David Gittings punched Peter Davis on the 
back of his head after the park keeper asked him and 
a group of youths to stop kicking a football around in 
Cae Glas Park in Oswestry. 


The situation had turned 
nasty after Mr Davis’s wife 
arrived to give her husband 
his packed lunch and took 
photographs of the group 
being abusive to him on her 
mobile phone, Shrewsbury 
Magistrates Court was told. 

The youths responded 
angrily and Mr Davis had 
pushed one of the youths 
away before Gittings hit 
him on the back of the head. 

Later that day Git¬ 
tings, 21, then stole a mo¬ 
bile phone belonging to a 
15-year-old schoolboy, who 
hid down an alleyway in an 
effort to escape. 

Gittings, of Unicorn 
Road, Oswestry, admitted 
charges of assault by beat¬ 
ing and theft in relation to 
the events of April 12 . He 
was ordered to pay Mr Davis 
£100 in compensation and 
must carry out 240 hours of 
unpaid community work. 

Miss Sara Beddow, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Mr Davis 
approached the youths and

asked them to stop but they 
became abusive. 

“His wife arrived to drop 
off his packed lunch and 
took pictures of the youths 
on her mobile phone. 

“Mr Gittings then 
launched himself at Mr 
Davis without hesitation 
and punched him to the 
back of the head.” 

Mr Adrian Roberts, for 
Gittings, said his client’s ac¬ 
tions were partly based on 
“misplaced loyalty”. 

He said: “He got himself 
involved in an incident that 
did not directly involve him 
out of misplaced loyalty.” 

Gittings had moved to 
Oswestry from Birmingham 
two years ago to escape a 
bad crowd, Mr Roberts said. 

“He does not have a drink 
problem but had been drink¬ 
ing on the day in question.” 

Gittings was also told to 
pay a £60 charge by magis¬ 
trates.

In my experience 
the children are happy and are 
encouraged to be kind to each 
other and to be polite.

Trinity is totally inclusive and 
welcomes children from all reli¬ 
gions. 

The children learn through 
a creative curriculum which is 
why I was on the premises to 
talk about newspapers when the 
suits came visiting. 

At the time I was totally 
shocked by the inspectors’ find¬ 
ings and am now delighted to 
hear the school is now ticking all 
the right boxes. 

We all know that inspections 
are essential in the education 
system, but am I alone in think¬ 
ing that some findings are being 
made for the sheer sake of it?

THERE is nothing unusual 
about Alfred Dodd. He appears 
like any other pensioner you 
might see walking the streets 
of a town any day of the week. 

But the 89-year-old has lived a life 
that many music obsessed teenagers 
can only dream of. From 1970 un¬ 
til 2000, he was a roadie and “tour 
manager” for some of the most icon¬ 
ic names in British jazz and rock ‘n’ 
roll, including the legendary Georgie 
Fame. 

And his longevity in the business 
earned him the title “oldest roadie in the 
business” from Georgie. 

Alfred said: “It all started in the 60s 
when I got a call from a guy in Peckham 
asking if I could give the prog rock band 
Raw Material a hand moving some equip¬ 
ment. I had a van you see and we lived in 
the same area, so I suppose that’s why 
they thought of me.” 

Beginning with that initial call, Alfred 
found himself increasingly in demand 
with local musicians looking for someone 
to give them a hand with their equipment 
at short notice. He continued to do this 
until 1970, at which point he found a job 
that would last 12 years and result in 
him meeting some of the biggest names 
in Music history. 

“I was hired in 1970 as tour man¬ 
ager for the band Nucleus, which at the 
time was a really pioneering jazz rock 
band,” he said. “Backstage, I did almost 
everything for them, sound testing, 
equipment checks, bookings - everything. 

“It was fun but there it was a lot of 
hard work involved too. We once did four

tours of Italy in one year. And while 
everyone else in the band flew out 
there, I was responsible for taking the 
equipment overland in the van. 

“Those were crazy times. Looking 
back now, I think most of our agents in 
Italy were part of the mafia.” 

Mr Dodd said he was staying in Bel¬ 
gium when he received the call from 
arguably his most famous former em¬ 
ployer. 

He said: “It was 1974, and I was still 
with Nucleus at the time. I got wind 
that Georgie Fame was looking for 
someone to lug around his hammer 
organ. And so began a working rela¬ 
tionship that would last almost twenty 
six years.” 

Though not as well known as some 
of his contemporaries, Fame is still a 
popular performer, and is the only Brit¬ 
ish artist to achieve three number ones 


with his only top ten chart entries. 

“It was when I was working for Geor¬ 
gie - or Clive as I always called him, 
that I met the likes of Ringo Starr and 
Paul McCartney. I also used to know 
Van Morrison quite well, in fact, he 
once asked me to be his tour manager, 
but I told him I had enough grey hairs 
already. 

Mr Dodd continued to work for Geor¬ 
gie until 2000, when he left the music 
industry and moved up to Shropshire to 
retire, but not before he’d been given 
the unofficial title of “oldest roadie in 
the business”. 

Nucleus was trumpet player and con¬ 
firmed jazzman Ian Carr’s project and 
was sometimes called “Ian Carr’s Nu¬ 
cleus”, “Nucleus With Ian Carr” or sim¬ 
ply “Ian Carr” - but with all Nucleus 
members playing. 

Many outstanding musicians contrib¬ 


uted loads of material among which Karl 
Jenkins, Jeff Clyne, Chris Spedding, 
Alan Holdsworth, Brian Smith & Dave 
MacRae. 

Their music was of a frantic instru¬ 
mental jazz-rock much alike some Miles 
Davis jazz-rock of the same era. 

The groundbreaking essence of Nu¬ 
cleus is best heard on the early albums 
as the later albums only managed to re¬ 
peat the formula. 

Nucleus lasted as a touring unit until 
the early 80’s and then reformed on the 
odd occasion. Ian Carr died in 2009. 

Georgie Fame was born Clive Powell 
in June 1943. The one-time rock and 
roll tour musician, who had a string of 
1960s hits, is still a popular performer, 
often working with contemporaries such 
as Van Morrison and Bill Wyman hav¬ 
ing previously worked with The Blue 
Flames.. 

Fame is the only British pop star to 
have achieved three number one hits 
with his only Top 10 chart entries: “Yeh 
Yeh” in 1964, “Getaway” in 1966 and 
“The Ballad of Bonnie and Clyde” in 
1967. 

Fame’s version of the Bobby Hebb 
song “Sunny” made No. 13 in the UK 
charts in September 1966. The fol¬ 
low-up, “Sitting In The Park”, a Billy 
Stewart cover, made No. 12. 

His greatest chart success was “The 
Ballad of Bonnie and Clyde” in 1967, 
which was a number one hit in the 
United Kingdom, and No.7 in the United 
States. 

“Yeh Yeh” and “The Ballad of Bonnie 
and Clyde” sold over one million copies, 
and were awarded gold discs. 

Fame continued playing into the 
1970s, having a hit, “Rosetta”, with his 
close friend Alan Price, ex-keyboard 
player of the Animals, in 1971, and they 
worked together extensively for a time. 

In 1974, Fame reformed the Blue 
Flames and also began to sing with Eu¬ 
rope’s finest orchestras and big bands.

DO I NEED SPECIAL T&CS TO SELL HANDMADE GOODS THROUGH ONLINE SHOP? 

Q: I have a bicycle repair and hire business in a tourist area which I set up two years ago after being made redundant. It has gone really well and I am now 
thinking of branching out into building tailor-made bikes. Due to the specialist nature of this I feel I would benefit from having a website that could promote the 
business far and wide. However, as I will be using photographs that won’t necessarily represent the tailor made products that people will be buying, I am wondering 
whether I should include any special terms and conditions of sale on my website? 

A: There are extra obligations on business owners who sell goods online and generally all goods sold must correspond with their description. As your bikes are 
handmade you should point out to the consumer that those shown may differ in appearance, colour etc. Photographs should carry a similar disclaimer. 

Providing accurate product information up front to consumers prior to a contract of sale being concluded is in fact a legal obligation, as is the requirement to inform 
them of the exact price payable, including any taxes, prior to delivery of the goods. From 13th June 2014 under the Consumer Contracts Regulations 2013 you 
must also promise to deliver the goods within 30 days of the order being placed and allow a 14 day cooling off period during which the consumer can cancel their 
order without reason and return the goods (at their own expense). 

If you fail to inform consumers on your website about their right to cancel their order/contract after receipt of the goods, the cooling off period is extended by an 
additional 12 months from 14 days. To provide yourself with better protection you should have a solicitor consider the terms and conditions prior to putting them on 
your website.

Councillors argue over 
town's one way system

A CONTROVERSIAL one way system is a major accident waiting to 
happen, a councillor has warned. 

Welshpool Town Council was told that the town’s new road system is still not 
working and will result in a serious accident. 

But another councillor warned that the council needed to stop “trying to re-write his¬ 
tory” and admit it was involved in the planning process. 


Councillor Brendan McWhinnie said: “The one way system is dangerous and it is a 

matter of time before something very se¬ 
rious happens.lt is an accident waiting to 
happen and I am worried this system could 
cause it.” 

Councillor Ann Holloway told the coun¬ 
cil that she had been the only member to 
have opposed the system. “Action needs to 
be taken now before someone is killed. It is 
the worst thing that has ever happened to 
this town in my lifetime.” 

Robert Robinson, town clerk, said the 
council had rejected plans for three schemes 
which would have seen a number of traffic 
lights installed before the one-way system 
was backed. 

He added: “We backed the one way sys¬ 
tem as the one we would choose if one of the 
proposed schemes had to be picked, but it is 
a Welsh Assembly scheme.” 

But Councillor David Senior hit back 
saying: “This system was the one most 
favoured by the people and and I think it 
works pretty well on the whole. 

“The only thing is this council did back 
the one way system. We need to stop trying 
to re-write history.” 

Powys County Council’s Montgomery¬ 
shire Committee signed off a series of minor 
alterations to the road system late last year, 
but they have not yet been introduced.

A NEW swimming award 
for children under the age 
of eight is now available at 
the Powys County Council 
run swimming pool at The 
Flash Leisure Centre. 

The Powys Swim Stand¬ 
ard Award has been de¬ 
signed to complement and 
support the council’s child 
admission policy for under 
eights swimming. 

All children under the age 
of eight need to be accompa¬ 
nied by a responsible person 
if they use one of the coun¬ 
cil’s swimming pools. 

Currently children aged 
between four and seven 
must be accompanied by 
a responsible person on a 
maximum two-to-one basis. 
But the new award allows 
entry for one additional 
child under the age of eight 
if they have met the criteria. 

The criteria for the Swim 
Standard Award is to swim 
20 metres in under one 
minute, jump from the side 
into the deepest part of the 
pool so that the head is fully 
submerged and then tread 
water for 30 seconds.

999 response time better 

but still missing targets

AMBULANCE response times in Mid Wales have improved for the 
second month running - but are still way behind national targets. 

Figures for May show that 58.6 per cent of emergency ambulances in Powys 
reached the scene within the target time of eight minutes, which is up from 57.8 
per cent last month and 54.7 per cent in March. 

But it is still some way short of the 65 per cent target set by the Welsh Assembly.

Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, said the 
average household in Mid 
Wales receives more than 
400 items of unwanted junk 
mail every year. 

Now Mr George said he 
wants residents to have 
their say on the matter in a 
new consultation. 

“Nuisance junk mail is 
of particular concern to el¬ 
derly and vulnerable people, 
who are often the target for 
scams. While the Royal Mail 
has opt-outs for unsolicited 
junk mail, awareness of the 
schemes is low. 

“One suggestion among a 
range in the consultation is 
a levy on junk mail paid by 
the sender per item of mail 
- money which could be re¬ 
invested in the forests and 
making our natural envi¬ 
ronment more sustainable.” 

The production of every 
tonne of junk mail requires 
17 trees and 7,000 gallons of 
water, Mr George said. 

Mr George, the Assem¬ 
bly’s shadow minister for 
natural resources, said: ““I 
urge the public to take part 
in our consultation and have 
their say.”

Watchdog 
rules out

Hospital running at 
maximum capacity 

HOSPITALS in Shropshire 
are running at almost max¬ 
imum capacity, putting a 
huge strain on services, it 
has been warned. 

And the situation will 
get worse in future years 
because of he county’s age¬ 
ing population. 

Wards at Shrewsbury 
Royal Hospital and Tel¬ 
ford’s Princess Royal Hos¬ 
pital are 96 per cent full. 

That is significantly 
higher than the 82 per cent 
figure that is deemed to be 
safe by the Royal College of 
Surgeons. 

Hospitals programme di¬ 
rector Debbie Vogler said: 
“This means we have not 
got the flow in and out of 
the hospital right.” 

MP backs clean 
slate proposal 

PLANS to “wipe clean” the 
criminal records of young¬ 
sters who have committed 
low level crimes have been 
backed by a politician from 
Mid Wales. 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies has claimed 
such convictions make it 
harder for youths to get 
jobs in adult life.

Suzie Parry, from Adfa, near Newtown, said the 
video, originating from Malaysia, has been shared 


by thousands of people. 

The 26-year-old is now 
urging the website to take 
down the film and scrap 
its auto-play feature which 
starts videos automatically. 

Now she has received 
a letter of support from 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies. 

Mrs Parry said: “Mr 
Davies has written to me 
and mentioned how this 
video has breached at least 
one Facebook standard and 
is ‘deeply disturbing’. 

“He has written to Face- 
book outlining my concerns 
so I am really looking for¬ 
ward to Facebook’s reply 
and thank Mr Davies.” 

Mrs Parry added: “I am 
trying to get a video that 
shows graphic, distress¬ 
ing scenes of child abuse 
removed from Facebook 
one by one and to get the 
auto-play video service re¬ 
moved. 

“Despite me contacting 
Facebook over the matter 
they have not got back to 
me so I have launched a

petition in the hope that 
the more people that sign it, 
the more we can help make 
Facebook a safer and more 
pleasant environment. 

“The video shows scenes 
of child abuse. It was filmed 
by an individual concerned 
about a friend’s treatment 
of her 10-month-old daugh¬ 
ter in Malaysia. 

“Apparently the matter 
was dealt with by the po¬ 
lice in Malaysia, but a year 
later the video somehow 
appeared on Facebook. It is 
unclear how, but it has been 
shared thousands of times, 
appealing to people to help 
find the mother. 

“But what has concerned 
me is is why this video was 
ever allowed on Facebook 
in the first place. It is very 
disturbing and it seems un¬ 
necessary to be on the site.”

This will allow students 
with learning difficulties 
and disabilities to work in 
small groups in an outdoor 
environment studying a 
range of practical, work- 
based activities in horticul¬ 
ture and conservation. 

In addition, the courses 
will help improve English, 
maths and ICT skills. 

“Derwen College has 
been working with Walford 
and North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege to ensure the provision 
provides a stepping stone 
to the Independent Living 
provision of the college,” 
spokeswoman, Allison Her- 
ward said. 

The second phase of the 
project will see a second site 
located in south Shropshire. 


“Derwen College is cur¬ 
rently in the process of ac¬ 
quiring a property in Craven 
Arms,’’Allison said. 

“The funding to help set 
up the satellite centres is 
only available for institu¬ 
tions that can demonstrate 
that they are successful. 
Derwen College has earned 
a reputation for delivering 
outstanding provision and 
has been judged ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ by Ofsted on two con¬ 
secutive inspections.” 

As well as these projects, 
Derwen College will be 
opening a further satellite 
centre at Ashdale House in 
Penley near Wrexham in 
order to extend day provi¬ 
sion in Wales for students 
with learning difficulties 
and disabilities aged 16-25. 

“Students will be able to 
follow a Vocational Path¬ 
way, working in a small 
group in an outdoor envi¬ 
ronment to develop and im¬ 
prove experience.”

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Beetle seen by chance 
on hogweed flower 


THE world of natural history can never, 
in my opinion, ever be labelled as mun¬ 
dane or monotonous. 

Even if the species we seek is thriving 
in great numbers, those great numbers in 
themselves are reason for interest. But hav¬ 
ing said that, I’m not a ‘plant guy’. 

I think they’re very interesting in their own 
right but I would side with someone who said “once 
you’ve seen one dandelion, you’ve seen them all”. 
The same may be true for cow parsley. 

This seemingly delicate, yet robust plant is 
everywhere in spring and I have come to pass it by 
without a second glance. Many of the flowers of this 
plant have, by now, wilted and been replaced with 
its very effective seed heads. And yet yesterday I 
stumbled across a line of pristine white cow parsley 
plants which, because of their ‘late’ flowering, sud¬ 
denly struck me as bizarre and worth another look. 

Tedium 

Had I not been consumed with the tedium of this 
plant, I would not have wandered over and in turn 
would not have realised my mistake. It was hog¬ 
weed. Again, not the most popular plant. The sap 
can cause itchiness and sores and the plant itself 
is big and boisterous and capable of shading much 
below and around it. However, the flowers are 
something else. Superficially like giant cow parsley, 
they attract a slightly different array of pollinators 
and as I crept up to one I simultaneously realised 
my mistake and reaped my reward. 

When we think of beetles we often think of 
small black scuttling insects more accustomed to 
the earth or perhaps the shade of a log than an¬ 
ywhere else. And yet as I surveyed my giant hog¬ 
weed flower, I noticed a large, agile insect hovering 
around the white landing pad before alighting 
daintily atop this mass of flowers. It was black and 
yellow in colour and had the most beautiful long 
antennae. A long horned beetle. 

I then noticed another and another. There were 
several buzzing around me and before long I had

become matchmaker, as my photo shows. With 
their black dots and stripes, rough imitations of 
wasps, which probably gives them some protec¬ 
tion from birds, long horned beetles are actually 
fairly common and their favourite food is hogweed. 
However you should be quick in spotting them the 
adults only live two or three weeks. 

The only slight problem with the long horn beetle 
is that it has a cousin, the Asian long horned beetle. 
This insect, which is more black than it is yellow is 
a serious pest. Entire coppices have been felled in 
the past to eradicate one outbreak. In the US it has 
been responsible for catastrophic tree deaths and 
so wherever it is seen, it is quickly pounced upon. 

Striking 

We have dozens of different species of long horn 
beetle in the UK, but perhaps our black and yellow 
spotted is the most striking. Longhorn beetle tax¬ 
onomy has been through a series of revisions over 
the years. Sometimes one revision makes changes 
to a previous revision, so you get a series of names 
being appended to a single species over the course 
of time. ‘My’ species, since 1932, has variously been 
referred to as Strangalia maculate, Leptura macu¬ 
late, Rutpela maculate. The accepted name for this 
species is now Rutpela maculata. But to be honest 
I couldn’t care less what it’s called, as long as it’s 
native and increases my until-now-flagging interest 
in cow parsley and giant hogweed.

Minister hits 
back at claim 
cull 'flawed' 

MP Owen Paterson this week hit back after a group of vets 
argued government claims about badger culling were “se¬ 
riously flawed”. 

In a letter to the Veterinary Record, 19 vets raised con¬ 
cerns about claims badger culling is needed to combat tu¬ 
berculosis in cattle, saying few countries had needed to kill 
wildlife as part of the tuberculosis control programmes. 

But the Environment Secretary and North Shropshire 
MP said that the culling is absolutely essential when it 
comes to controlling bovine TB. 

He said: “I have read the claims, and I totally disagree. 

“It is absolutely essential that we continue with this as 
we have to get rid of the problem. 

“We need to follow the Republic of Ireland, and target 
the wildlife as they have done. 

“It has reduced the number of infected cattle from 44,903 
in 1999 to 15,612 last year, which proves that we need to 
follow their example.” 

Vets claimed there were similar declines in TB in cattle 
in Northern Ireland, where culling has not been used. 

But Mr Paterson argued: “This is simply not true. There 
have not been the same kind of reductions in places where 
wildlife has not been targeted.” 

Figures released today claim that just four of of 2,000 
badgers culled in trials last year were actually tested for 
TB. 

Carcasses of animals killed were incinerated and the four 
tested were done so at the request of a landowner. 

Critics say that more of the culled badgers should have 
been tested to investigate the link between the animals and 
the 32,000 TB-infected cattle that had to be slaughtered 
last year. 

Mr Paterson said he stood by the need to cull badgers and 
rejected repeated calls from animal welfare groups for an 
alternative vaccination programme. 

He said: “We have tried vaccinations, but there is just 
not a vaccine for tuberculosis that works on badgers. 

“I do want to see healthy cattle living alongside healthy 
badgers. 

“Sadly we do not have a cattle vaccine and one that 
works in badgers and so we must go about it in this way,” 
he added.

A big player in the sector

Jeep has just launched an all- 
new Grand Cherokee model but 
you will have to wait if you want 
the 3.0CRD V6 variety which 
was recently on test. 

The new model will initially only be 
available in 2.0 litre variants so I was 
glad to get to grips with the bigger die¬ 
sel for a week. 

You just can’t question the credentials 
of this formidable off-roader, which comes 
with loads of equipment, but air springs are 
a must if you intend to spend most of the 
time on-road. 

The 3.0-litre V6 diesel engine is available 
in two tunes. The 188bhp version is availa¬ 
ble only in entry-level trim, while the rest of 
the range gets 247bhp. 

On test was the 247bhp version in CRD 



trim, a slick eight-speed auto transmission 
with a low-ratio. 

By any standards the Grand Cherokee is 
big and you would have to say a bit cum¬ 
bersome. But you have to remember it’s a 
Jeep with more history than the competi¬ 
tion and that its origins lie off-road. 

It’s not quiet either, with engine noise 
always a problem, though wind and road 
noise are on a par if not better than some 
of the opposition. 

The Grand Cherokee is now nothing like 
the early model which left you in little doubt 
that it was developed as a workhorse. 
Things are a lot more refined today and 
while not a cheap option it does cost less 
spec-for-spec than its main rivals. 

Comfortable 

Huge, armchair-like seats make it easy 
to find a comfortable position while the 
dash is entirely dominated by a huge col¬ 
our touch screen that’s easy to use despite 
the bewildering array of information on of¬ 
fer. 

There’s 782 litres of boot space despite 
the presence of a full-size spare beneath 
the floor - that’s massive and an outstand¬ 
ing feature in the sector. It’s disappointing 
though that there is no seven-seat option. 

You do get masses of leg and headroom 
for all five seats though and comfort levels 
are a million miles away from those experi¬ 
enced in previous models. 

You’re pretty safe in a Jeep with front, 
side, curtain and driver’s knee airbags, 
plus various systems warning you if you’re 
about to have an incident. 

Combined fuel consumption figures of 
37.7mpg are very impressive, though you 
won’t win many friends these days with 
omission figures of 198g/km.

There’s a top speed of 126mph and 
0-62mph in 8.2secs and while fuel bills 
might be low expect to pay a high cost 
for insurance with the model sitting in the 
group 43 level. 

On the road, the 3.0litre Summit will set 
you back just under £50,000 but you do 
get climate control, automatic wipers, USB 
and auxiliary inputs, front and rear park¬ 
ing sensors, a rear-view camera, leather 
upholstery, a powered tailgate, electrically 
adjustable and heated front seats, and a 
stereo upgrade. 


There’s also sat-nav, a sunroof, 
blind-spot monitor and adaptive cruise 
control and a 19-speaker Harman Kardon 
stereo. 

You get a real sense of being in control 
when driving the Grand Cherokee, after all 
you do look down on most other vehicles. 
But most of all you do feel safe. 

For those used to driving the bigger 
3.0-litre models, the wait for the new-look 
model will probably be worthwhile. Once 
you have owned a vehicle this size the rest 
are irrelevant.
